EVENTS  MEANTIME

Beiief  Prevails  That  Final  Rejection  of  Terms  Will 
Mean  Resumption  of  Guerilla  Warfare  in  Inten- 
sified Fortn^Members  ofHhe  Republlcttn 
Parliament  Show  Much  Earnestness 


DUBLIN,  Aug.  15.— The  pessimism  over  ilie  Irusli 
situation  which  today  in  some  quarters  in  Dublln  Reached 
almost  the  point  of  hopelessness,  yielded  tonig^ht  to  rea- 
soned oj)timisni  when  the  prof^ramme  for  the  meeting  to- 
morrow of  the  I  )ail  iCireanii  was  made  puhlir. 

Instead  of  immediately  taking  up  the  problem  o(  peace 
or  war,  the  Sinn  Feia  parliament  wiU  spend -it-kut^wa- 
days  in  dealing  with  the  formalities  incident  to  tlli  open- 
ing of  tlir  new  leg^islative  body,  thus  jirtividing  an  oppoa-* 
tunity  for  many  thinj^s  to  happen  behind  the  scenes. 

All  Ireland  is  eager  for  a  decision  l)y  the  parliamcnl  on 
the  British  Government's  terms,  whether  it  be  acceptance 
of  them,  the  expression  of  a  desire  for  ftirthdl  negotia- 
tions, or  rejection,  in*  order  to  remove  the  teniktai  iHrlAcil 
exists.  , 

The  behel  j)revails  that  rejection  would  mean  a  re- 
sumption on  an  intensitied  scale  when  the  truce  ends  ot 
the  guerilla  warfare  tiiat  for  so  long  terrified  the  country. 

Dublin  Castle  views  the  prolonging  of  the  sessions  of 
the  Dail  Kireann  in  various  lights.  One  section  of  the 
I'ritish  <".o\'#nmenl  torces  expressed  tho  fear  that  delay 
in  immediately  acting  on  the  troublesome  (|iicstK>ns  at 
issue  may  provoke  the  military,  which  is  declared  not  to 
be  hopeful  of  favorable  settlement,  into  making  prepara* 
tions  ifor  eventualities.
